GENEVA, May 13.—A League of 
Nations protectorate for Albania was 
virtually decided upon by the coun- 
cil of the league this afternoon after 
Italy's objection had been over- 
come

tic participation by the league in the

When this daughter of 
Broomstick Tow beat an indifferent 
field in 1915, she --as quoted at 
about 17 to 20. Old Rosebud was 
another of the few favorites to win 
the Derty, scoring at 13 to 5. in 
1914. 

Block’s Plans for Morvich. 

senjamin Block, owner of Mor- 
vich, when asked what he would do 
with Morvich in the matter of stake 
engagements, said that he expected’ 
to enter him in all three-year-old 
events in which he was not weighted 
out by handicaps, but that he would 
try to protect his unbeaten reputa- 
tion by avoiding the all age handi- 
caps. 

An attempt will be made to have 
Morvich’s owner enter his star in 
the three-year-old championship at 
Latonia, this summer. 

This race is expected to bring to- 
gether Pillory, winner of the Preak- 
ness; Morvich and the prospective 
winner of the Belmont stakes.

The dense crowd in the betting | 
sheds doubtless kept down the pari- 
mutuel total, which was still a rec- 
ord. Officials toward the close of 
the day had no complete totals to 
give out, but estimated that the wag- 
ering on the seven races would ex- 
ceed $1,400,000 and that almost one- 
third of this was on the Derby. Last 
year the total was $1,120,000. 

Guessing at the total amount wag- 
ered on the race throughout the 
country was entirely too great a task 
for even the experienced turf finan- 
ciers to tackle. Owner Block told 
the writer that he had wagered only | 
a modest sum, enough to keep him 
interested. But whether this was 
$5000 or $50,000, he declined to dis- 
cuss He certainiy had all his 
friends throughout the country 
backing the famous thoroughbred. 

Crowd Expensively Gowned, 

The Derby crowd was very little) 
different than in previous ones. It 
was a little larger. a bit gayer, a lit- 
tle more expensively gowned and 
perhaps a bit: more jolly, for Louis- 
ville is not the dryest place on the 
continent—not by several distilleries. 

Among those present was Walter 
Albertson, an East St. Louis boy of 
22, who was viewing his gighth 
Derby. Albertson is a dentai stu- 
dent and for years has made it a' 
point to attend all major sport events 
in his vicinity. On several occasions 
he has had his travel slumbers bro- 
ken by the insecurities of traveling 
by brakebeam: but this time Albert- 
sor came in de luxe in a regular car. 

Notables at the Derby were not 
as numerous as at the Dempsey-, 
Carpentier fight, but the grand aver- 
age in class of spectators was high- 
er. There were plenty of special 
train parties from both coasts, three 
Governors of states, all the literary 
lights who longed for a mint julep, 
and many persons high in the Who's 
Who altitude at the trackside. Not 
least among these was said to be 
Adolph Spreckles, who bred Mor- 
vich, and Max Hirsch, who once sold 
him for $5500. Spreckles sold Mor- 
vich and kept Runstar, thinking this 
other Runnymede colt a_ better 
prospect. Runstar proved just a good 
horse. Hirsch bought Morvich for 
$4500. but sold him to Block for 
$1000 more after discovering that he 
had an enlarged knee. Block took 
a chance and reaped a fortune which 
has now swelled over $150,000. 
Block is rich without thie, but “unto 
him that hath shall be given.” 

Of the hopes and money that were 
lost on other Derby entries, sing low. 
There are many sore in pocket if not 
in spirit, but none can have a regret 
—for the best horse won in convine- 
ing fashion from a field that did not 
figure to have much chance,
